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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The proposed addition to claim 14 of the new limitation "at an angle of at least 
one hundred twenty degrees" raises a new issue that would require further 
consideration and/or search. This limitation has not been previously considered. 

2. The proposed limitation "at an angle of at least one hundred twenty degrees" 
raises the issue of new matter. While the specification does state that the angle may be 
120 degrees, it also says "in no event more than one hundred forty degrees" (page 10, 
line 11). 

3. The proposed change to claim 7 also raises a new issue that would require 
further consideration, as means for retaining both assemblies would no longer be 
required.
